(d)  !ihe  transport  Gunsc*  ^oin  I  do  net  knc\/  his  nam,  but  ho  was 
rosponsiblq  for  a  groat  mny  cf  the  beatings  up  which  took  placo 
in  this  ccqp.  on  cno  occasion  ho  gave  zno  o  bod  beating  up  with- 
his  fists. 

k*  Ibc  hospital  aocoax>dQticn  was  appalling.  During  tho  tics  I  • 

was  there  i  was  t:ado  to  ueve  hospital  at  least  six  tixies.  It  wos  cluost 
ixvossible  to  get  seporaxo  Ictrinos  for  the  dysentery  cases.  There  was  a 
grave  shortage  cf  nil  drugs,  although  after  the  s'arrender  of  japan  tho 
Japanese  produced  ociplo  supplies  which  indicated  to  oo  that  they  could 
hove  produced  then  before  the  surrender  had  they  bcon  willing  tc  do  so. 
on  one  occasion  \~e  heard  that  a  ship  had  orrivod  with  Hod  Cross  nodical 
supplies  fron  tho  united  states.  Tlicso  wore  distributed  aneng  the  vorious 
eoqps  but  this  was  done  sc  badly  that  uy  cc^p  received  twelve  transfusion 
sots  ond  nothing.  I  askod  tho  Japanese  tc  exchange  eleven  cf  theso  for 
other  Bupplios  but  nothing  was  ever  done  about  it.

oruolty  and  negligence t- 

(o)  Nbor  tho  Don's  ocup  at  KiCHOJH  NYCKi  which  was  tho  one  at  tliich  I 
was  senior  British  uc4iaul  officer,  c  oaqp  was  established  in  tho 
sunDor  of  1945  of floors..  One  night  wo  received  o  nossoge  that 
an  officer  was  seriously  ill,  and  after  a  good  deal  of  deloy  we 
persuaded  tho  Japanese  tc  send  ijy  Dutch  surguen  tc  see  whot  was  the 
mttor  as  there  was  no  surgeon  at  tho  officers'  oci^.  Hc*  foimd 
that  the  officer  was  suffering  frea  on  intestinal  obstruction  but. 
as  there  was  no  proper  light  by  which  to  oporato  .nd  os  ho  wished 
tc  got  further  supplies  ond  instnuxnts  ho  osked  if  ho  night  return 
to  tho  Don's  oac9  ond  go  back  again  for  tho  cperotlcn  in  tho  nomlng 
Tlion  tho  Doming  cane  ro  asked  for  leave  for  hln  to  go  and  pta'forn 
tho  operation,  but  this  was  refused  as  tho  Japanese  said  that  if  the 
officers  i/untod  u  surgeon  they  would  send  for  one  and  it  was  not 
until  forty-eight  hours  later  that  ho  was  allowed  tc  go  back  tc  tho 
officers'  ooep.  found  that  tho  condition  cf  tho  sick  officer 
hod  deteriorated  sc  much  that  he  was  only  ablo  to  perferu  a  V 

poUiotivo  eperatien  under  a  Icoul  anacsthotic  and  the  patient 
died,  ui  z;y  cpinlcn  end  in  the  opinion  cf  the  suigecn  the  life  cf 
this  cfficor  could  havo  boon  saved  if  he  had  boon  allowed  to  go  ond 
operate  when  ho  wished  tc  do  sc.  Tl  o  &.P>0.  ax  tho  eff leers'  caqp 
will  have  full  particulars  cf  this  incxdont. 

(b)  iiP  Australian  padro,  rather  foolishly,  hold  an  Dt^  service 

and  prouchod  a  sarocn  a'Kut  fighring  against  the  ^pevero  of  evil. 

The  lopunosc  ccnsldca.'od  that  this  was  diroctod  against  then  and 
segregated  tho  padro  for  a  p^^rlcd  cf  three  nonths  dvrring  which 
tine  ho  was  put  Into  a  hut  which  ho  was  not  allowed  to  leave  except 
tc  gc  tc  the  lotrincs.  The  Japanese  did  net  ootuolly  boot  hin  but  - 
they  throw  things  ot  hln.

fdl  At  one  tine  at  Nokon  NJ'ck  there  wore  one  hundred  and  tnenty 

APorloans  in  the  cru:p.  one  dry  while  they  -..we  cut  wording  three 
wore  seen  by  vhe  jupanoso  stealing  fr«.n  a  Japanese  dunp.  Twe  were 
ccuGht  but  the  third  could  net  be  feund.  The  Japanese  picked  out 
nineteen  of  these  ;tf;cricans  and  raOJW  boat  each  one  up  h^olf  with 
banbooB  and  his  snerd  in  its  scabbard.  They  then  put  a  piece  of 
T/ced  round  the  nccic  of  cr.ch  cf  thou  Tfith  tho  word  •ihlof  ■  In 
Japanese  and  in  Diglish  v/ritton  on  it  and  they  hod  tc  wear  those 
collars  for  a  nonbh.  This  was  a  vory  severe  boatir.g  and  I  had  to 
doctor  then  af torw.'ir^s  although  none  of  theni  luekily  1  was
